Sound familiar? 

The Federal Trade Commission 
says even wary and sophisticated 
consumers face a barrage of fraudu- 
lent offers every day. The FTC 
ought to know: lastyear, the agency 
logged in over 60,000 complaints 
from consumers, 

Now, the FTC is making it easier 
- and cheaper - for consumers to 
report a fraud to the law enforce- 
ment agency through a toll-free 
Consumer Help Line, 1-877-FTC- 
HELP (1-877-382-4357). The line is 
staffed by counselors from 9 a.m. to 
8 p.m., Eastern time, Monday 
through Friday 

According to Jodie Bernstein, 
Director of the FTC’s Bureau of 
Consumer Protection, the toll-free 
number offers consumers a two- 
fer. It makes the agency more ac- 
cessible to consumers who want to 


report a fraud, and it makes their 
valuable complaint data available 
to law enforcement agencies in the 
U.S. and Canada. “That’s impor- 
tant because fraud has moved be- 
yond the front porch te cyberspace 
andall points in between,” Bernsteifi™ 
said. 1 

Consumer fraud complaints to 
the FTC are entered into a data- 
base that is available to nearly 200 
law enforcement agencies in the 
U.S. and Canada. They use it to spot 
fraudulent activity, trends and 
wrong-doers - and stop them. 

“Through the toll-free Help Line, 
consumers can get helpful informa- 
tion on the spot,” Bernstein said. 
“Obviously, the FTC can't inter- 
vene in individual disputes, but con- 
sumer complaint information is 
crucial to the enforcement of con- 
sumer protection laws. The infor- 
mation that consumers get on a 
particular issue also lessens the 
likelihood that they’ll be scammed 
again. Education is a powerful con- 
sumer protection.”

Baldwin was the son of 
Colonel Baldwin of Woburn, the 
man who had been Chief of Engi- 
neers for General Washington in 
the Revolution, and who had built 
the Middlesex Canal. The B.F., of 
course stood for Benjamin Franklin. 
The railroad he laid out put the 
canal his father had built out of 
business in two years. 

It is said the early route pro- 
jected the railroad to run at about 
-where Wilmington Commonis now, 
but when Baldwin laid out the new 
route it was as it is today, and in 
Wilmington this was along the route 
of the old canal.

Those bridges over the railroad 


Thenewrailroad was 253/4 miles 
long and when it was finished it had 
cost over $1,600,000 to construct, or 
over $60,000 a mile. 

Other railroads being built at 
that time cost about $40,000 a mile. 
But there was good reason for the 
added cost. 

Patrick Jackson was building 
for and safety. 

He had stone railroad ties, not 
wooden ones. They were ‘laid on 
foundations*that-went-down about 
three feet into the soil. No frost was 
going to heave his railroad around! 

And he had a bridge at every 
place where a road crossed his rail- 
road - no accidents were to be al- 
lowed. There were two places where 
bridges could not be built - West 
Medford and South Woburn. The 
latter is now called Winchester. 
The road crossings were just too 
long - a bridge could not be built. 

(Within the past 20years abridge 
has been built at Winchester, but it 
was the railroad which was lifted 
over the roadway, not the roadway 
which was lifted over the railroad. 
‘The costs were very high and borne, 
in part at least, by the state). 

The stone sleepers (or, if you 
please, railroad ties) were not the 
only extra that went into the con- 
struction of the Boston & Lowell.

Other railroads, being laid on 
wooden ties, would have the trains 
always going up and down hill, and 
the tracks gave way under the pres- 
sure of the trains, but not the Bos- 
ton & Lowell. 

The theory was good, and Mr. 
Jackson’s track probably would 
have lasted forever, but it didn’t 
consider the frailties of the human 


body. 

, It was found that rides in trains 
that ran on tracks with wooden 
sleepers were comfortable. Rides 
on the Boston & Lowell, to the con- 
trary, were found to be ‘bone break- 
ing’ because of the rigidity of the 
track. 


Within two years after the rail- 
road opened for business, in 1835, 
all those stone sleepers had been 
removed, and wooden sleepers had 
been substituted. You may still find 
some of them in W: n. There 
is a pile of them near the old Silver 
Lake railroad station site, Many of 
those sleepers went into the foun- 
dations of homes. The home of Mr. 
Howatt, at the corner of Clark and 
Main Streets, has some inthe cellar 
walls. 

And while the stone sleepers are 
gone, the bridges that Mr. Jackson 
had built, so that there would be no 
grade crossing accidents, are still 
with us. : 

‘They weresolidly built, andmany 
last for generations to come. 

They were built for horse and 
carriage, or ox cart.

sufficient evidence [the stream 
doesn’t exist], but the fact that it 
is not on a USGS map.is what we 
need to overcome,” Keeley said. 
He said that USGS maps dated 
1965 and 1979, which are regarded 
as the more accurate maps, show 
the stream as perennial. 

“The Town Engineer’s memo 
appears to support [the stream] 
as being perennial,” Keeley said. 
He also said that bécause the 
pond and stream are within Zone 
Il of the Maple Meadow well- 
fields, they are subject to draw- 
down from the wells. In addition, 
he said that the sewer construc- 


tion on nearby streets could have 
influenced the lowered groundwa- 
ter levels in the area. 
“Drawdown-induced stream dry- 
ups do not make a stream inter- 
mittent according to [Massachu- 
setts] regulations 310CMR 10.58 
(2)(a)(1)(c),” Keeley said. 

Since this issue has the potential 
to seriously impact the environ- 
ment, the. Commission decided to 
visit the property in order to 
assess the area. A site visit was 
scheduled for Saturday, July 24. 

Town Engineer Harold Gillam, 
PE, came before the Commission 
to present the Department of 
Public Works culvert-replace- 
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ment project on Glen Road at 
Lubbers Brook. “The culvert 
under the road has had at least 
three failures. One of the pipes 
doesn’t carry the flow now. With 
the decrease in water now, [we 
want] to replace the twin barrel 
[pipe] with a single barrel,” 
Gillam said. 

What the DPW is proposing to 
do is to replace the rotted pipe 
with a reinforced concrete box 
culvert. The rotted pipe is creat- 
ing a. driyipg hazard due to the 
collapse of a part of it. The DPW 
has temporarily patched the hole, 
but the whole culvert needs to be 
replaced. 


A community tied to revolution

We never really think about the 
wonderful history our town pos- 
sesses. Each day we drive the 
streets and walk the roads to our 
destinations. On these streets and 
roads, our forefathers marched to 
engage the Britain in a fight for 
independence. Our town stood 
united in the fight against tyran- 
ny. 

It was an early morning rider 
that came to Wilmington on April 
l9, 1775. The rider informed the 
community that the British 
Regulars were marching on 
Lexington to confront the Colonial 
rebels. 

The call rang out for our 
Minutemen to assemble. In a 
short 30 minutes, under the com- 
mand of Captain Cadwallader 
Ford, the 26 militia men, with 
Lieutenant John  Harnden, 
Sergeant William Blanchard and 
Sergeant David Beard, marched 
into battle to fight the British. 

Each Wilmington Minuteman 
carried one musket, knapsack, a 


tomahawk, cartridge box, powder 
horn, blanket, and 36 lead musket 
balls. The Minutemen who 
marched that day represented 
one third of the total Wilmington 
militia force. 

Minutemen were given addition- 
al training. They were the elite 
force. They were the immediate 
line of action and moved into con- 
flict first. After controlling the 
situation, the main assembly of 
the militia would follow and meet 
up with the Minutemen to join the 
battle. 

Every male from the age of IS to 
60 participated in the militia. 
They were required to bear arms 
and train on a regular schedule. 
The Wilmington militia was des- 
ignated as the Second Middlesex 
County Regiment of Foot. When 
the alarm bells sounded, these 
brave fighters dropped every- 
thing and went into action. 

As the Wilmington Minutemen 
marched to Concord, they were 
joined by the Reading and 
Woburn companies of

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Minutemen. Just before noon, the 
Minutemen arrived at Merriam's 
Corner in Concord. Colonel 
Ebenezer Bridge, the area militia 
commander, arrived and quickly 
formed the Wilmington Company 
behind a stone wall. 

As the British marched down 
the road, they got entangled 
crossing the Mothers’ Brook 
Bridge. The Minutemen attacked, 
routing the British. As the British 
ran, the Minutemen followed. 
From behind rocks and trees, 
they fired shots into the British. 

Reaching Lexington after being 
ambushed for miles, the British 
almost surrendered, but were 
saved by a relief column from 
Boston. The fighting continued 
throughout the day, with the 
British making a hasty retreat to 
Bunker Hill. 

Our town members answered 
the call. As a matter of fact, 260 
of the town's male population 
fought during the Revolutionary 
War. That was most of the male 
population at the time. Our Town 
will be 267 years old on 
September 26,1997. We belong to a 
community that fought for the 
rights we enjoy every day. 

Wilmington citizens have 
answered the call in every major 
American conflict. Many a young 
patriot has been killed fighting 
for the principles we hold dear. 
Patriotism is the love and support 
of one's country. It includes 
attachment to one's community 
and its land. It is a universal feel- 
ing among people with national 
pride. 


During this Patriots Day 
Holiday (only Massachusetts and 
Maine celebrate), take a moment 
and think about the many sacri- 
fices our ancestors made for us. 
Share a piece of our history with 
a young personor a good friend. 
Wilmington is a town that is tied 
to American history. Be proud of 
our heritage for it is truly honor- 
able.

“Since the stream has a continu- 
ous flow, a pair of 12-inch PVC 
pipes will be laid along the side of 
the excavation to maintain the 
flow during construction,” Gillam 
said. He also said that filtration 
fencing will be placed across the 
full width of the stream and hay 
bales laid to supplement the fenc- 
ing. “Some disturbance of the 
wetlands will occur,” he added. 
“From [the plan presented], the 
wingwalls are in the wetlands. It 
looks like the wingwalls are ex- 
tending into the bordering vegeta- 
tive wetlands,” Keeley said. The 
plans before the Commission did- 
n’t contain any wetland markers.

The method used when watering 
is very important, too and has sig- 
nificant impact on how much water 
will actually be available to your 
plants. 

Hand watering with a hose is 
certainly time consuming and it’s 
easy to skimp when using this 
method because it’s boring and 
you're probably thinking about 
the other things you need or want to 
do. Applying to little water and not 
thoroughly soaking the soil to a 
depth of 5 or 6 inches can be harm- 
ful because it encourages normally 
deep-rooted plants to developa shal- 
low, close-to-the-surface root sys- 
tem which will be inefficient and 
which can burn during hot, dry

Many people use sprinkler sys- 
tems which are surely time savers, 
but be aware, maybe it’s not as 
efficient as you think. A sprinkler 
that delivers water so quickly that 
it is running off your lawn and 
garden and into the gutter instead 
of being absorbed by your soil is a 
waste of your money and our re- 
sources. Also, since we have been 
asked to water in the evening the 
use of a sprinkler isn’t the healthi- 
est watering method for our gar- 
dens. Foliage which is wet all night 
is more likely to be attacked by 
disease organisms which canspread 
very rapidly from plant to plant 
under these conditions. 

An excellent alternative to hand 
watering or the sprinkler system is 
a soaker hose. This method deliv- 


allCers-the water directly to the soil 


surface so slowly that, instead of 
running off, it can be completely 
absorbed. Foliage remains dry 
which helps prevent the spread of 
plant diseases. You can weave it 
through a planting so it is hidden 
from view and leave it in place 
during the entire growing season. 
The price is right too, I recently 
bought a 50ft soaker hose at a local 
hardware store for under $15. 

Another tried and true method 
of water conservation is the use of 
a mulching material. There are 
many different kinds of mulch and 
everyone can find a product that 
fits their budget and satisfies their 
sense of esthetics. 

Mulching will benefit your gar- 
den in several ways: it helps to 
prevent the loss of soil moisture 
through evaporation; it prevents 
the formation of a hard, crusty 
surface which prevents efficient 


water absorption; it prevents soil 
from splashing on to plants during 
rain, hose or sprinkler watering, 
lowering the chances that soil-borne 
disease organisms will be transmit- 
ted to the foliage; it insulates soil 
keeping it at a more even tempera- 
ture during very hot weather and 
during the winter it gives the 
root-zone extra protection from the 
cold and can minimize the heaving 
of plants due to alternating periods 
of freezing and thawing; although 
mulch is not a substitute for fertil- 
izing, some nutrients are added to 
your soil as it breaks down; and as 
well as giving your garden a clean, 
finished look, it also helps prevent 
the germination of many weed seeds 


Al Fiorenza 


WILMINGTON - In a ceremony 
based on hundreds of years of tra- 
dition, Al Fiorenza of Wilmington 
was recently elected Captain Com- 
manding of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company.

Since that 
time, the “Ancients” have held their 
annual elections on Boston Com- 
mon on the first Monday in June by 
casting their votes on a drumhead. 

Known as June Day, the An- 
cients with a march from 
their heat at Faneuil Hall 
for memorial services in the Cathe- 
dral Church of St. Paul. This year 
they were joined by Governor Paul 
Cellucci for the services.

Inorganic mulching 
materials would include black plas- 
tic and fabric weed barriers which 
can blow off if not anchored down 
properly and are unsightly if not 
covered with a more decorative 
material. Gravel and crushed rock 
are also used as attractive mulches, 
but remember, crushed limestone 
can alter your soil pH making it too

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Silver Lake Pharmacy 
calls it quits

The Silver Lake Pharmacy was 
the last of Wilmington’s five inde- 
pendent pharmacy’s, outlasting 
the Center Drug Store, North 
Wilmington 


in business, no longer has a phar- 


macy. 

The personal service and cus- 
tomer accommodations Silver 
Lake Pharmacy provided left it as 
one of the few remaining vestiges 
of a different era of pharmacies. 

“We provided as much personal 
service as humanly possible,” 
Staniewicz said. This included a 
delivery service and customer 
credit lines. “As an independent 
[pharmacy] we were more apt to 
give better personal service, be- 
cause we weren’t as rushed.” 


Changes 

In the late 1980's, the health- 
care industry underwent dramat- 
ie changes, as HMO’s gradually 
gained more control over patients 
medical decisions. 

The HMO’s decided what drugs 
patients could be prescribed, 
where these drugs would be made 
available, and how much pharma- 
cists would be paid for selling the 


drugs. 

“I lost many of my customers,” 
Staniewicz said. “They were 
forced to get their prescriptions 
through the mail, or from a chain 
store [because of the HMO’s].” 

The profits Staniewicz received 
from his remaining sales was also 
cut, because HMO’s and health 
insurance plans dictated how 
much he would get paid per pur- 
chase. 


*We became an emergency [pre- 
scription drug] stop,” Staniewicz 
said. “We no longer were able to 
serve peoples long term [pre- 
scription] needs.” 

Prior to HMO’s, Staniewicz 
could have expected to make a $20 
profit on top of a $100 prescrip- 
tion. However, HMO’s have 
reduced his profit margin to $5 on 
the same prescription sale. 

“HMO’s and health insurance 
companies force companies to go 
by their desires on prescription 
purchasing,” Staniewicz said. 
“They look upon pharmacies as a 
cold business.” 

Staniewicz said the HMO’s,

Wilmington Drug 
The Silver Lake Pharmacy was 


in 1935, at the 96 Main Street loca- 
tion now occupied by David 
Zampese’s dental office. 

In the early 1950’s, Meyer hired 
pharmacist Louie  Hailson. 


from Meyer’s widow in 1955. 

A couple of years later, because 
of confusion between the name 
Wilmington Drug and the nearby 
Wilmington Center Pharmacy, 
Hailson renamed his business the 
Silver Lake Pharmacy. 

Hailson later bought a building 
directly across from Silver Lake, 
and moved the pharmacy into the 
front store space facing Main 
Street. In April of 1975, with the 
intention of retiring, Hailson sold 
the building and the pharmacy to 
Staniewicz. 

A graduate of pharmaceutical 
school in 1947, Staniewicz worked 
as a pharmacist for an indepen- 
dent pharmacy in Everett for four 
years, and then spent the next 22 
years as a pharmaceutical sales- 
man. 


Staniewicz jumped at the oppor- 
tunity to run the Silver Lake 

in 1975 because it was 
affordable, and it provided him 
with a good opportunity to move 


to what he considered a desirable 


area. 

In 1978 Staniewicz, with business 
improving, expanded the pharma- 
cy to twice it’s original size. 

In 1994, Hailson returned to the 
pharmacy as a part-time employ- 
ee. 


Hailson had moved to Salisbury 
after he sold the pharmacy to 
Staniewiez, and thought the had 
left Wilmington for good. In 
Salisbury, he opened another 
pharmacy, which he said was dri- 
ven out of business by the HMO’s 
and insurance companies. 

Eventually, he sold his customer 

base to CVS, and returned to 
Wilmington. 
In September, Nowlan Studios, 
who already are located in the 
same building as Silver lake 
Pharmacy, will move into the 
pharmacy’s vacated location. 

Staniewicz will retain ownership 
of the building.

Birth to death 

“I won’t miss the dusting, or 
vacuuming up the glass from all 
the break-ins,” said Gail. 

Since January, there have been 
five attempted break-ins, and two 
armed robberies at the Silver 
Lake Pharmacy. During the 
attempted break-ins, the side 
door’s* window pane was. shat- 
tered three times, and the side 
window was shattered twice. 

“Glass replacement got expen- 
sive,” Gail said. “Only one win- 
dow in this building hasn’t been 
broken in 25 years.” 

On April 14 and April 28, two 
male suspects robbed the phar- 
macy for drugs. Although they did 
not steal money or other mer- 
chandise, Gail said that was little 
comfort. 

“It makes no difference what 
they take if there’s a gun in your 
face,” she said. “I wish they’d re- 
turn a week after we closed so I 
could stick my tongue out at them 
and say “too bad, there’s nothing 
left.” 

However, these incidents have 
done little to dampen Gail’s affec- 
tions for the pharmacy, or ‘it’s 
customers. 

“I'll miss the friends I made, 
and the people I saw every week.” 
Gail said. “If I came to work in a 
bad mood, there was always 
something to cheer me up.” 

Staniewicz said when he took 
over the pharmacy, he never pic- 
tured it closing down due to 
HMO’s and insurance company’s. 

“I wish we didn’t have to leave,” 
Staniewicz said. “I will miss serv- 
ing customers that appreciated 
our service.” 

‘To the very end, the Silver Lake 
Pharmacy retained the trappings 
of “the old corner drug stores.” 

To the right of the front en- 
trance are the plastic pails of five 
and ten cent candy, Staniewicz, 
and Gail know their customers by 
name, and Staniewicz looks every 
bit the small town pharmacist be- 
hind the counter. 

In the even tone used to calm 
worried mothers of feverish chil- 
dren, and older customers in need 
of heart medication, Staniewicz 
described what he would do after 
the pharmacy closed.

League pride may have been 
restored to Middlesex after the re- 
cent 14-13 loss to the Merrimack 
Valley Conference in the sixth an- 
nual Carole Classic, but for one 
freak play a sorely needed win will 
have to wait for another year.

Haverhill tailback Rob Pike 
punched a four-yard TD run three 
plays later, putting the MVC ahead 
to stay with 5:27 left in the game. 

Said Middlesex defensive coor- 
dinator/Belmont head coach Ed 
Mullin of the play, “Ina close game 
like this it usually comes down to a 
couple of missed plays. That tipped 
pass was big. But it was a hell of a 
football game. 

Indeed, the sixth installment of 
the MVC-ML senior All-Star foot- 
ball series, played to raise money 
for children fighting cancer atCamp 
Carole, was anything but chari- 
table on the field.

Nationals take District 
Title in tension filled game

It had as much tension as a day 
on Wall Street. Instead of trading 
stocks, the Tewksbury Nationals 
and Billerica American All-Star 
Senior baseball teams and its 
coaches and parents exchanged 
many verbal blows. But that was 
allhindsight, asthe Tewksbury kids 


proved just how good they were by 8tn 


scoring five runs in the top of the 
sixth inning to come back from an 
40 deficit to beat their arch nem- 
esis, and eliminate them from fur- 
ther play. 

The tension had started from 
Tuesday night. After Billerica beat 
Tewksbury in the first of two cham- 
pionship games in the District 14 
finale, Tony Ganchi, the headcoach 
of the losing team on that night, 
was quoted in one of the local pa- 
pers that.he was so confident that 
his team would win the next night, 
that he’d bet his mortgage on it. 

That didn’t sit well with some of 
the Billerica players and most es- 
pecially the parents. Through the 
first two innings, Ganchi heard 
more than several jokes from those 
parents as he coached from the 
third base coach’s box, In the 
bottom of the second inning the real 
verbal abuse started, Billerica’s 
Sean Grogan sent a long fly ball to 
left field. He and everyone else 
thought it was foul. But when the 
home umpire signaled a fair ball, 
Grogan well to the right side of the 
first base line with his bat in hand, 
dropped the aluminum and started 
torun. Ganchi and assistant coach 
Danny Canada asked the umpires if 
Grogan was out of the baseline, 
they said no and the fueling began. 
“Do you want some cheese with 


that wine?” asked a Billerica par- 
ent to Ganchi. Ganchi walked out 
from the dugout and started yelling 
back at the parent in disgust, being 
held back by both of his assistants. 

That was just round one of this 
crazy game, but the finishing blow 
came when Tewksbury sent 11 bat- 
ters to the plate in the sixth inning 


with five of them scoring, all but 
one with two outs, as Tewksbury 
banged out seven hits to come away 
as District 14 winners, 5-4. 

It was then Ganchi sprinted back 
from his third base box, and yelled 
to his players, “We have the lead 
guys, lets play some defense,” as he 
said that he looked right at the 
Billerica parents with an ear-to-ear 


“I had a gut feeling that these 
kids would win,” said Ganchi, who 
grabbed his sixth District title as a 
coach, immediately giving a lot of 
credit to his assistants Canada and 
Derek Anderson. “After every 
single inning tonight, these kids 
had the confidence to come back. 
They never, ever, ever got down on 
themselves. 

“I tell you, we are very lucky to 
get out of here as winners, I know a 
lot of things were said, but I givethe 
Billerica kids a lot of credit, they 
played their hearts out.” 

The game was scoreless into the 
last of the fourth inning, when 
Billerica scored two runs, had an- 
other two runners thrown out at the 
plate, while inbetween that a heated 
verbal argument ensued with the 
homeplate umpire anda Tewksbury 
parent. Billerica would add two 
more runs in the bottom of the fifth 
on a two-run homer by clean-up 
hitter Matt Williams off pitcher Bob 
Moulaison. It was then, Moulaison 

was near perfect, retiring all but 
one batter (an error) the rest of the 
way. 


Pinch hitter Peter Kelley once 
again got things going for 
Tewksbury leading off the sixth 
inning. He walked, went to second 
on a single by Ryan Carrigan. But 
like the prior inning when Bob 
Moulaison was the victim, so was 
Kelley, a victim of the deadly pick- 
off move to second base by pitcher 


“After the second pick-off, I 
thi we were in trouble,” admit- 
ted Ganchi. “We weren’t hitting the 
line drives that we were capable of, 
it was very uncharacteristic of us. 


But we got some bloop hits and we 
got some breaks.” 

With Carrigan on first and one 
out, Ganchi sent Carrigan who was 
safe at second on the steal. Sean 
Walsh singled up the middle with 
two strikes to score Carrigan with 
the first run. Brian O’Hara fol- 
lowed with a bloop hit to center, 
and clean-up hitter Jason Veiga 
grounded out to short to force 
O’Hara at second and have runners 
at the corners with two out, down 4- 
1. That’s when Tewksbury got their 
two out rally hats going. Moulaison 
ripped a single to left on the first 
pitch and that followed with base 
knocks from James McCarthy, Mike 
Rich and Billy Sullivan and 
Tewksbury went up 54. 

“I was a little skeptic that we'd 
come back,” admitted Moulaison. 
“But we had done it in the past and 
we showed that we could do it 
again.” 

Moulaison would get the side in 
order in the home half of the sixth, 
and Tewksbury didn’t score in the 
top of the seventh to set-up more 
drama for the bottom of the sev- 
enth. Moulaison got the first bat- 
ter, Rob Santosuosso to ground out 
toRichatshort, before Alex Bonacci 
reached first on a throwing error, 
and second on a passed ball. Now 


with one out, the winning run was 
up in the hands of Williams who had 
homered earlier, On a tough 3-2 
pitch, Moulaison caught him look- 
ing with a fastball on the outside 
corner. 

“All my coaches were telling me 
was to get the lead batter. And 
when (Williams) got up, I just tried 
to keep the ball low and I hit the 
corner on the 3-2 pitch,” said the 
right handed hurler. 

After that Sean Hutchinson flied 
to Veiga deep in center field andthe 
game was over and Tewksbury won.

It came during the middle of the 
sixth inning of last Wednesday’s 
tense, contentious District 14 Se- 
nior Championship baseball game 
between the Tewksbury Nationals 
and the Billerica Americans at 
Veterans Memorial Park in 
Methuen.

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10 things to do when taking medications 


With the ever changing world 
of medicine and health care, 
proper use of prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs remains 
constant. Modern medications 
can treat a wide range of chron- 
ic and acute conditions, but they 
can be a threat to overall health 
if used carelessly. 

Many of the more than 45 
million Americans suffering 
from headache use medications 
for headache relief, either pre- 
scription, OTC or both. Although 
nearly half of the U.S. popula- 
tion uses prescription medicine, 
less than 40 percent of patients 
always ask about drug interac- 
tions or side effects of these 
treatments. To insure safe and 
effective use, the National 
Headache Foundation (NHF) 
offers these Ten Tips for Taking 
Medication: 

1. Follow physician instruc- 
tions - Medicines may not work 
properly if directions are not fol- 
lowed. For example, it may be 
important to take medication 
only before or after eating, as 
food can change the potency of 
certain drugs. 

2. Avoid mixing medicines 
with certain foods - Always read 
food labels and follow physician 
instructions as many foods and 


non-nutrients in foods can have 
adverse reactions with medica- 
tion. Tyramine, found in aged 
cheeses and meats such as sala- 
mi and sausage, can dramatical- 
ly increase blood pressure in 
patients taking antidepressants 
known as monoamines oxidase 
inhibitors (MAOIs). Sulfates, a 
common additive in processed 
foods ‘like dried fruits and 
canned vegetables, can cause 
severe hypersensitivity reaction, 
including more frequent and 
severe headaches and certain 
medications may interact with 
grapefruit and grapefruit juice. 

3. Consult your doctor before 
discontinuing use of medication 
- You may feel better, but that 
does not mean that the medicine 
has completely alleviated your 
condition. Only your doctor can 
determine whether you need to 
finish the prescription or if you 
can stop using the medication. 

4. Not all generic products 
are equivalent to name brand 
medication - While the vast 
majority of generic medications 
are equivalent to the brand 
name product, there can be 
occasions where it is not. 
Always check with your doctor 
that the generic form is compa- 
rable, and discuss any side

effects or changes you may 
notice when changing from 
brand name to generic formula- 
tion. 

5. Don’t mix medicine with 
alcohol - The metabolism of 
drugs can be accelerated or 
slowed, depending on the 
amount of alcohol and the time 
it is consumed. In fact, over half 
of commonly prescribed med- 
ications contain a substance 
which can become dangerous 
when mixed with alcohol. For 
example, acetaminophen, com- 
monly found in OTC drugs, 
increases the risk of toxicity to 
the liver if taken when alcohol is 
present in the bloodstream. 

6. Keep medicines in origi- 
nal container - Different medi- 
cines need different containers. 
Do not transfer medicine with- 


‘out the consent of your doctor or 


pharmacist. Some medications 
are sensitive to light and should 
be kept in solid plastic bottles 
while others require clear or 
glass containers for optimal 
storage. : 

7. Consult your physician if 
medicine is not effective for 
you - Many drugs can take sev- 
eral days to weeks before a reac- 
tion occurs or the\patient can 
notice its effectiveness. For 
instance, headache sufferers 
taking anti-depressants need a 
minimum of seven to ten days 
before the patient will notice 
changes due to the medication.

8. Do not combine certain 
medicines - Always consult your 
doctor before taking multiple 
medications, as this can be dan- 
gerous.

"Colorectal cancer tests | cancer tests 
can prove invaluable 


Although colorectal cancer 
rarely stems from an inherited 
mutation of a gene, an increas- 
ing number of clinics now offer 
tests for determining whether 
families with a history of colon 
cancer carry a mutation that 
predisposes them to the disease. 
The novelty of such tests, com- 
bined with frequent ambiguities 
in the test results, can make it 
difficult for physicians to inter- 
pret the tests and advise at-risk 
individuals on an appropriate 
course of care. 

In a study in the July 2ist 
issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
researchérs at Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute and Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital report 
that for some colon cancer- 
prone families-specifically those 
found to harbor harmful genetic 
mutations,-genetic testing does 
indeed offer a valuable way of 
identifying individuals at risk 
for the disease. Families for 
whom the tests do not yield 
definitive results - the majority 
of those tested - should still be 
specially vigilant about monitor- 
ing their health and undergoing 
diagnostic tests to detect cancer 
in its earliest stages, the authors 
advise, 


in the stuay, researcners per- 
formed genetic tests on 70 fami- 
lies with HNPCC. They found 
that 18 of the families or 27 per- 
cent had mutations that were 
definitively linked with HNPCC. 
Previous studies have shown 
that people with such mutations 
have an 80 percent risk for 
developing colorectal cancer. 
The rest of the families either 
had no discernible mutations in 
those genes or had mutations 
that could not clearly be shown 
as the cause of colorectal and 
related cancers. 

The researobers conclude 
that for families found to carry 
harmful mutations to hMSH2° 
and hMLH1, genetic testing is 


indisputably useful. Family 
members with such mutations 
should receive frequent diagnos- 
tic tests for colorectal and relat- 
ed cancers and may wish to con- 
sider preemptive surgery such 
as removal of the colon, uterus, 
or ovaries to prevent a cancer 
occurrence, researchers sug- 
gest. 

In families where harmful 
mutations are not discovered, or 
where mutations are not clearly 
linked with disease, careful 
monstoring of health is called 
for.
